statements issued by detectives and 
Mr. Whitlii have greatly confused 
newspaper men at work on the kid- 
naping case this afternoon. 


According to the detectives a fourth 


letter has been received from the ab- 
ductors and their capture, they allege, 
is only a matter of a few hours. Al- 
though this statement from detectives 
was made immediately following a 
conference with Mr. Whitla and while 
the officers were still in Mr. Whltla's 
office, the missing lad's father the next 
instant called tho newspaper men into 
his private office and tolrt them he had 
discharged all the detectives and in 
the future he did not desire, or want, 
the services of the police. When the 
detectives and Mr. Whitla were told 
of the statements made by each other, 
apparently all v;ere surprised. 


Fourth' Letter Received. 


Detective Perkins, of Pittsburg, is 


responsible for the assertion that a 
fourth letter has been received by Mr. 
Whitla from his boy's captors. 
The 


letter, he says, Is postmarked Cleve- 
land, 0. He further said a detective 
had been sent to Cleveland. 
In his 


statement Mr. Whitla says there are 
absolutely no new developments in the 
case. All he wants, he says, is to get 


' into communication with the abductors 


and he has discharged all the police 
and detectives in his 
employ. Mr. 


Whitla also conveys the information 
that he has offered no reward, nor 
does he intend to do so. 


All that he wants, he says, is the 


boy and he is willing to deal with the 
kidnapers and pay the $10,000 ransom 
at any time.

He 
did not believe, he added, that there 
was a man within the sound of his 
voice who would rise In his seat and 
say he was In favor of tearing down 
every custom house 'In the

States from turret to foundation. 


Spoke for New Bill. 


Discussing 
maximum 
tariffs 
as 


against -the reciprocity provisions of 
the McKinley and Dingley laws, Mr. 
Payne said the minimum tariff was on 
the basis of a protective rate while 
the maximum tariff was much higher, 
even a hundred per cent increase in 
some instances, over the minimum. 
No tariff, he declared, could be revised 
without halting business. He declared 
the revenues were not keeping up with 
the expenditures and the time had 
come to hunt for more revenues. The 
bill, he said, had been prepared with 
the greatest care as the result of long 
hours of-work and with, the fullest in- 
formation before the committee.

Wise Parent and th.e Community. 
What, the wisest parent desires for 


bis child, the community must want 
for her children. This was the theme 
of Aliss McDowell's talk and she laid 
particular stress upon the real neces- 
sity for breathing spots iu cities of at 
all congested areas. Miss McDowell 
said that God placed in every child an 
instinct to play and if the community 
does not provide proper places for thn 
spending of energies derived from this 
instinct, they will be turned to other 
and harmful paths. She brought out 
clearly that the future history of the 
country depends upon the present gen- 
eration of children and just 
as an 


acorn is misplanted in a plant crock, 
so children are made to play in un- 
sufficient places and some day there 
will be a breaking, possibly of the 
mother's heart, or of the child's life. 
Miss McDowell also spoke of the great 
need of recreation and social life for 
the working boys and girls and some- 
thing of what is being done for these 
people in Chicago. Miss McDowell 
for. the past sixteen years has been 
working for the benefit of the children 
and her work is held in the highest re- 
sard in the big western city.

Perhaps it was such handwriting on the electric-lighted wall, as we have 


noted in the last few Talks, that the City Administration has been reading. 


^Perhaps that is why it has defied public opinion amongst the taxpayers of 


Fort Waivue in insisting that—however desperate—Commercial Lighting was a 
good local remedy to take.

Such insistence on the part of the City Administration has certainly had one 


effect: it has SET EVERY TAXPAYER GUESSING as to the nature of the trou- 
ble for which so unpromising and dangerous a remedy was prescribed. 


THE SERIOUSNESS of the trouble was to bo inferred from the desperate 


nature of the proposed cure. It is only in critical cases that resort is had to snch 
measures. 


So the public is hardly to be blamed, if noting the anxiety of the doctors, it has 


concluded that the municipality has a patient on hand- whose condition is most 
DISCOURAGING, if not CRITICAL. 
- 


-Looking about, the public finds that Municipal Ownership of electric lighting 


plants is a contagion which has developed an ABNORMAL DEATH-RATE in 
the last few years. 


It finds, also, that the symptoms of the earlier stages of the trouble in other 


municipally owned plants are quite identical with those observed in Fort Wayne's 
electrical plant. 


These include a REMARKABLE ENLARGEMENT OF THE ORIGINAL 


PLANT COST ESTIMATE, with A SWOLLEN CONDITION OF THE OPER- 
ATING EXPENSE ACCOUNT and other dangerous symptoms. 


In plain terms, the public has guessed the cause of all this desperate resort 


to more than doubtful remedies, it is this: 


The City's street lighting plant is developing into a white elephant; and, while 


the city doctors don't know just how to utilize this unfortunate result, they are 
trying to gain time, by tr.ying a fatally desperate remedy. 


Are they withholding the data whereby the ordinary taxpayer can measure 


results for himself, or are they proposing to interest him in the showing—on paper 
—of how to figure profits on commercial lighting with his eyes shut? 


In the previous Talks, we have shown how figures can be treated to give com- 


munities, for years, wrong impressions as to the cost of light. How intentional 
omissions or open neglect of elements of cost are made use. of to deceive the tax- 
payers into support of a losing municipal ownership of lighting service. 


The Fort Wayne press has already warned the City Government that the tax- 


payers will not stand for any hiding of the facts that go to.make up the record of 
the Municipal Lighting Plant. 


The press is right. If there is trouble ahead Fort Wayne should know it and 


meet it with eyes open. 


Perhaps the City Administration is itself at a loss as to just how to figure out- 


tho actual cost to the city of its experiments in lighting. 


ft may be that tho experience of other cities that have been through the 


lighting troubles we now see before us will be both useful and welcome to the city 
fathers. 


Anyway we have the facts, we have the conclusions arrived at by other cities 


on those facts, and our fellow taxpayers and the City Administration are welcome 
to them.
